Mr. Mann startled som e m em bers 
w h en h e declared th at w ar w ith G reat 
Britain w as m ore likely th an a stru g ­ 
gle with Germ any. 
“ We can b etter afford.” said Mr. 
Mann, “to spend h u ndreds of millions 
of dollars or a few billions of dollars 
in am ple preparation for trou ble and 
avoid it, if possible, th an we can to 
aw ait trou ble and th en spend u ntold 
billions before we are finally victori­ 
ou s, as we wou ld be.” 
Mr. Mann dwelt with em ph asis on

argu m ent 
th a t 
th e 
governm ent 
sh ou ld 
mobilize 
its

re­ 
sou rces against th e possible tim e of 
trou ble. 
He said it was th e du ty of

tries on a basis th a t wou ld m ake th is 
cou ntry absolu tely independent for ail 
su pplies in case it sh ou ld ever be 
called to defend itself.
